Canadian dates arc to the 26th April. 

The investigation into ihe murder of John s>- 
Hogan, M.P. !'•, »t the Toronto Police Court, is 
concluded. flMrtfon persons in nil were arrested, 
but nil subsequently discharged with the exception 
of throe, via: Jaracs llma.-u, Jane Ward, and 
John Sherrick. One of the witnesses deposed 
that after Hug'Ul had been beaten ever the head 
with n slung-shot, he was thrown still living into 
the River Don, and while stru^itling for life in the 
water, Ihe two male wretches stnodapon the bridge 
and laughed at their victim** etiorte to swim ! 

A reduction In duty on goods esueiing the Prov- 
inces is proposed. 

We learn by telegraph from Montreal that that 
city was Innundatcd last Monday to a great extent 
by the accumulation of ice at the bridge, we sup- 
pose. The loss of property is very great Grcnt 
quantities of produce, groceries and dry noodi 
were eilher destroj ed or badly damaged. Many 
poor people in Oriffintown have lost everything ; 
and the Corporation and citizens are making every 
effort to relieve them. During the tanundation 
the Ashe, Inspector's stores were burned down by 
reason of ihe Hooding of the water upon the ashes, 
Four thousand barrels of ashes were destroyed. 
The loss by the burning of these stores is valued 
«t S100 000, but the loss is principally covered by 
insurance. Last night the city was without gas, 
the gas-works being Hooded, There was no sign 
of the water subsiding at a late hour. — Toronto 
Leader, April 19.

Progress of Recruiting. 

The military movements in our vicinity 
have been very active iluriri"; the past few 
days, in consequence of urgent orders from 
Washington to hurry forward troops to the 
capi'nl, The Nth Reainient, of Brooklyn. 
Col A. 1M.W001I, wasdespiitohed yesterdny. 
To-morrow, the 2d Regiment, under Col. 
Tompkins, will follow. Three others are 
now ready, awaiting marching orders, and 
there are, besides, 0,000 more troi ps in tne 
city and vicinity, all in a state of forward- 
ness, and ready to lespond at very short 
notice to the word " March !" 

The 1st Regiment of Green Mountain 
Boys arrived in the city yesterday. Those 
who have seen them speak in high terms ol 
iheir splendid bearing as men and soldiers. 
Thev are picked men, from every section of 
the Stale, representing all the trades and 
professions. They have more than a hun- 
dred college students among them gentle- 
men of wealth and culture. They are com- 
mar. ded by Col. J. W. Phelps, of Brattle- 
boro. 

Col. Baker returned from Washington on 
Thursday, with authority to arm and equip 
his California regiment, and they will go into 
camp immediately. 120 men arrived 111 
town yesterday, from Fulton county, 10 join 
this corps. A sad accident occurred as this 
company was at Fonda ; one of the «blun- 
teers feii off the platform and was immedi- 
ately cut in two by ihe moving train. He was 
ihe only married mall in the company, and 
his wife and children were on the platform 
at the time.

Some of our citi- 
zens have proposed to plead to the public in 
his behalf for a full amnesty for a!l his pec- 
cadilloes provided he will first bring into 
the Empire City the head of Jelf Davis on a 
charger, 

Col. Washington A. Bartlelt's Naval Brig- 
ade will undoubtedly be furnished with a 
battery of 20 rifled cannon. The subscrip- 
tion among our merchants for that purpose 
is fast being tilled up. The Colonel states 
that if a ship is provided him loaded with 
these guns, which will throw 80-pound shot 
four miles, he will promise that a privateer 
I .-hull not be seen in ihe Gulf alter they have 
I been there ten days. One of these cannon, 
will) accoutrements complete, costs $1,000. 

The Garibaldi Guard ( Italian regiment) is 
now so overrunning with recruits that it is 
proposed to firm 11 brigade. The iirst regi- 
ment will be mustered into service to-day.

Hopes and peaks of the Ciiaki.kstonians.— 
The Charleston people have been thrown into a 
violent commotion by a rumor which had reached 
that city to the eii'eet that an expedition is being 
tilted but against it at Portsmouth, X. H.. to be 
composed of a Urge force of Maine, New Ham- 
shire and Vermont militia.

Forks of Quessbllb. May, 19th, 18G1. 

ARRIVAL AT THE FORKS — THE TRAIL, 

Editor British Colonist. — I left Beaver 
Lake on the 17tli inst. and walked to the Littlo 
Lake House (1G miles), where I made a frugal 
repast, styled dinner by courtesy, and after Retting 
through a jiipo of cublime tobacco by way of des- 
sert, I succeeded in landing myself at the Forks 
during the afternoon. Th« trail was not as bad ai 
I expected to find it, the most swampy places 
having been bridged over during the lust week. 
The country ncrossthe mountain, between Beaver 
Lake and the Forks, has a wild and desolate ap- 
pearance, and is mostly covered with charred and 
burnt timber. Portions that have escaped the visi- 
tation of tire are covered with dense woods and 
moss. At intervals, the beauty of the scene is en- 
livened by the decaying carcases of animals which 
havo fallen victims to the packing mania; but 
as a general thing the reverie of the traveler re- 
mains unbroken as he journeys through these 
.pathless solitudes. Along the hill-side, going 
down to the valley of Qi'csnelle, the snow lies to 
the depth of two or three feet, although it is fast 
disappearing beneath the genial rays of Old Sol. 
The valley is narrow and hemmed in by hills 
thickly covert d with timber. 

FORKS fllTV— POPULATION— TUB MINES. 

Forks City is built on a flat at the foot of the 
mountains which separate the two branches of the 
river, and the houses face the waters of the South 
Fork. A narrow levee, barely sufficient for pack 
trains to unload on, runs along the front of the 
town and the houses will certainly be moved fur- 
ther buck when the site is surveyed by govern- 
meut. Airond substantial bridge has been erected 
between the town and the opposite bank, the pro- 
prietors of which charge the following tolls:— 
• Laden mules or horses, $1, loose ditto, 60 cents : 
fjot passengers, 2) cents. At present there aie 
not more than 150 miners in town, so that 
there must lie between 800 and 900 men, scattered 
through the Carriboo and snow-shoe diggings. 
Many are expected down as son n as the stock of 
provisions thsy took with them is exhausted, 
there being as yet no means for conveying 
food to the mining districts A few white men 
are packing goods tip to Antler Creek lor 
050 the trip, but nearly all the miners going 
op have to cat ry their own provisions. I have 
untie, d several parties of men starling out 
with over 100 lbs on their backs, which they will 
have to carry over a most difficult country. Owing 
to the quuniity of fallen tinitier on the apology for 
a trail, a man. to make a successful trip, must be a 
.sort of Blondin on a small scale, and well skilled 
in Unlit rope dancing, If he is not, he will in- 
fallibly come to grief. This is a small sample of 
what the pioneers in new mining districts have to 
BO throu.'b, a ureal ileal of which could be avoided 
by thi! expenditure of a few dollars paid to one or 
two skillful axemen. It is hoped the Government 
will see the necessity of investing one of the offi- 
cials in new mining districts with a carle blanche 
to appropriate a few hundred dollars for the pur- 
pose of clearing away fallen timber and improving 
trails. This would be a great boon to the miner, 
and at the same time be no loss to the country, 
even though a different route should be afterwards 
Halected. 

A N OTHER D IS COY B It V. 

JToihint; of importance has taken place at the 
mines with the exception of the discovery of ano- 
ther large creek, 25 miles beyond Antler, from 
Which I K cell's and upwards has been obtained. 
The stream which I wrote about ill my last as having 
been discovered 12 or 11 miles from Antler, is 
named Williams Creek, and has bwen prospected 
by many miners with varied success. A large num- 
ber ot claims have been taken up on it, and spots 
are fiiun 1 which pay very rich, but of course, 
owing to the snow, no correct estimate can be 
formed of its resources 

(JKN. PALMBIl's REPORT. 
General Palmer, who has been up to cln.ic nut 
his business, and who was at Antler Creek, tells 
me that he lias the greatest confidence in the ex- 
tent and riches of the Snowihoe country. Ilo 
brought down some very fine chunks of Antler 
Crick gold with him, in some of which particles 
of quartz can be discerned. 

APPEARANCE or Till' COUNTRT 
Large ledges of quartz can tie seen in the bot- 
toms of the streams, but cannot be traecd up the 
hills owing to the snow. All the streams in this 
section of the country, whether flowing into the 
North Fork, ni towards Fra>er 11 ver, rise Irom 
range of hills known as ihe Iluld Mountains, 
wnich communicate with a lofty chain stretching 
to the northward and cstwa-d, supposed to be a 
spur from the Rocky Mountains. It is generally 
thought bv practical men up here that the fine 
float gold distributed over the Frast r valley has its 
source ill the neighborhood of the new auriferous 
districts and that it was disintegrated from the 
beds of quartz by the wear and tear of nature and 
washed together with the debris into the natural 
drain of the country, the channel of Fraser River. 
The idea that it came from the hills on both sides 
of the river is not entertained, there being scarcely 
bigger than a man's finger to be 
There is a range of quartz running 



Privateering.— Our Yankee friends are 
just now in tribulation about Jell".

In the canoe were three wooden 
keys, containing, no doubt, water which 
they had apparontly just drawn from the 
well at the head of the bay, and were pro- 
ceeding homeward, in order that the evening 
meal might be prepared. As they reached 
the bridgo a large canoe, containing two 
Northern bucks and a squaw, shot alongside 
and accosted the juveniles in the "opposi- 
tion boat." The latter courteously ceased 
piddling,— laid on their oars, as it were — 
and nothing loth for a bit of Chinook 
gossip, blabbetl away foran instant with one 
of the bucks. Suddenly the squaw and her 
remaining companion r« a died over into the 
children's canoe, mid quick as a Hash each 
Bei/ed and transferred to their own bout a 
leg ol the water, while the individual who 
had kepi the children in conversation shoved 
clear of their canoe, and the piratical craft 
was soon cutting through the water at a rate 
of speed which bado defiance to the efforts 
the juveniles put forth to overtake them. 
Alter a vain altcmpt to overtake, the kilter 
contented themselves with sending some 
complimentary epithets afier the pirates as 
they disappeared in the distance. 

Robbing the H. B. Compan y.— The In- 
dians in this town aro lost indeed when 
they will descend so low as to rob their old 
tilictimi— that (as n distinguished barrister 
milled it the other day) " Ancient and Hon- 
orable Corporation" known as the Hudson 
Bay Company— who have fought and bled 
and almost died in endeavoring to introduce 
civilization and breeches among the savage 
hordes on this coast in exchange for furs and 
salmon oil. On Tuesday, a squaw was caught 
in the Company's store while "shoplifting" 
a shawl from the counter. The poor lost 
wretch was hurried off to the colonial buard- 
ing- house, and yesterday she was sentenced 
by Mr. Pemberton to lose all the hair on 
the top of her head and pay -Is., the cost uf 
an est.
